American merchantmen regain­ 
ed complete freedom of the seas 
today by act of congress, and 
with it the right to mount guns 
and shoot if attacked.

Big Floating Airfield Fails To Reach Gibral­ 
tar After Severe Pounding; Most Of Com­ 
plement Of 1575 Men Are Said To 
Have Been Removed Before Ship 
Sank 


London, Nov. l l (A P )— The three-year-old, $16,- 
000,000 aircraft carrier Ark Royal was torpedoed late 
yesterday east of Gibraltar, probably by an Italian sub­ 
marine, and sank early today despite a desperate effort 
to bring the listing giant safely to port. 
She carried down with her an undisclosed number of 
her crew of about 1,500 men who remained aboard in the 
struggle to save the ship. 
“A very large number of the ship’s company was 
taken off,” the admiralty said, and indications were that 
personnel losses were “fortunately not heavy.” 
The story of the sinking, pieced together from the 
admiralty’s brief announcement and word in authorita­ 
tive quarters was that the Ark Royal was not in action 
when she was torpedoed and that she was en route to 
Gibraltar. 
The strong suggestion was that an Italian submarine 
was the victor, although there was no positive identi­ 
fication.

“If he can’t get more than a m a­ 
jority of 18 votes after exerting all 
the pressure he did, he had better 
go slowly because many of those who 
voted with him are not in favor 
of getting this country into war.” 
Packed Galleries 
The hands of the two big clocks 
in the House cham ber stood at 4 
o’clock when the clerk 
began 
to 
call the roll of the members—almost 
all of them present. 
Galleries were 
packed and long lines crowded up to 
the cham ber's doors. 
Rayburn had just read a personal 
letter from Mr. Roosevelt.
